With this and a razor 
and shears he severed the head from 
the body, and after putting the scalp 
and hair in the kitchen range, placed 
the skull in the furnace in the cellar. 
The legs and arms were cut from the 
body and the flesh sliced off in strips, 
leaving the bones of the limbs p.acti- 
cally bare. The bones were placed in 
the furnace, and the chunks of flesh 
piled into a trunk with the torso. The 
trunk was taken to the Somerville sta­ 
tion and shipped to Boston some time 
Wednesday.

T is not only the unending feud that divides Tartars and 
Armenians 
into hostile. armies 
which 
devastate 
the 
oil- 
fields from time to time, and are constantly preparing each 
other's destruction—with batteries of quick-firing guns, as 
they boast. 
Besides this ccntfil feud, there are numerous 
fighting 
groups organized among the workmen and tho un- 
employed. 
Asa rule, they take some political title, such as 
"Social Democrats," or "Anarchist Communists." 
In 
tho 
hopo of securing popular favor, and in some cases their 
origin may have been political and their aims may still be revolutionary. 
But thoir methods aro so simple and so lucrative that perhaps it would be 
a mistake (0 attribute tho zeal of all their members entirely to 
for social reform. 
Tho manager of an oil-field receives a letter briefly ad- 
dressing him as "Parasite!" 
It bears the stamp of a group, and it demands 
a dpflnite sum of money on pain of death. 
At an hour mentioned, the agents 
of the group call, and the manager almost invariably pays, entering the oum 
In his lodfior under the heaciinj^ "ollice expenses." 
If he refuses to pay, he 
Is quite sure to be shot, slabbed, or disembowelled within a ilay or two. 
if 
he attempts to betray the agents, all his family share his fate. 


This pursuit of w e a l h 
on a fcasis of murder is conducled with such 
businesslike accuracy that tho manager in due course receives a stamped 
balance-shpol 
showing the expenditure of his contribution. 
The Items en- 
tered in the cash account are gi^ierally the purchase of arms and an assas- 
sination. ubt no vouchers are possible in such cases, and it is generally sup- 
posed that champagne and athor carnal delights ought to figure in the outlay. 
I am not sure whether such charges as to the misappropriation of involuntary 
contributions are true or not, but where money is po easily obtained the temp- 
tation must be considerable. 
In self-protection most of the richer managers 
and owners have mustered gangs of hired assassins, each of

Some one who Is described as "a 
personage attached to tho Court" has 
given some interesting details to the 
St. Petersburg correspondent of

Paris Messldor concerning the life of 
the Czar In his palace at Tsarskoo- 
Belo. 


"In this palace," says the informant, 
"everything Is 
regulated 
In 
accor- 
dance with a single 
preoccupation— 
the fear of assassination. After the 
murder of Gen. Trepoff, Governor of 
the Imperial 
domiciles, it was 
Gen. 
Dedloullne who assumed the ungrate- 
ful post. 
In his fear of the terror- 
ists, tho present Governor has gone 
oven further than his predecessor In 
the matter of taking precautions. The 
City of Tsarskoc-Sclo 
is a t 
present 
gtmrded by 1,500 members of tho se- 
cret police, more than one for every 
house. Moreover, tho interior of tho 
palace is guarded by 400 picked men 
commanded 
by 
Gen. Dedloullne 
In 
person. 


'For the past year the surveillanco 
of 
all 
telographic, 
telephonic, and 
postal communications between Tsars- 
koo-Selo anil St, Petersburg has bean 
particularly severe. Every 
conversa- 
tion by telephone between 
the 
two 
cities 
is enreglstered 
automatically 
and aubniitted to Gen. Dedlonline. Ev- 
ery letter, dispatch, and postal 
card 
is read and copied. 


'The 
Czar lives almost comjiletely 
Isolated. With 
tho exception of 
the 
Grand Dukes Poler and Nicolas Nlcul- 
alevlch, he rarely sees any members 
of tho Imperial family. Tho only per- 
son 
not belonging to his 
Immediate 
entourage w h e n ho sees often is M. 
Stolypin, President of the Ministerial 
Council. 


"Strange to relate, when M. Slolypln 
has a report to make to tho Czar, he 
generally comes to Tsarskoe-Selo 
at 
mid-night, uftor having given warning 
of his coming by a secret signal over 
tho 
telephone. 
M. 
Stolypin 
adopted 
this plan after ho himself had 
been 
tho object of an attempted 
assassin- 
ation two years ago. His present resi- 
dence Is guarded almost as strongly 
as that of the Czar. Several hundred 
members of tho secret 
police 
have 
been specially detailed to watch over 
it 
day and 
night.

were Mr. and Mrs. Gardner Weather-

Mrs. Neftel will be buried 
to-day 
from the Cathedral of St. Nicholas, 
the Russian church at Madison ave- 
nue and Ninety-seventh 
Street. 
Mrs, 
Neftel was formerly Nadine, 
daugh- 
ter of King Georges XII, of Gv3orgia. 
This title was borne by the 
various 
rulers 
of Georgia 
in 
the 
Caucasus 
Mountains 
of Southern 
Russia. 
Her 
family ruled the pi-ovmce 
undisturb- 
ed and independent 
for 
centuries. 


Mrs. Nefters father was the last of 
the reigning princes and their 
sway 
ended 
with the 
Ciimean 
War. 
He 
died after 
ceding Georgia to Russia, 
and the family of the Princesse went 
to Moscow.

in 
Japanese scholarships makes no -dif- 
ference; it is a question of 
general 
averages. 
The 
student 
of 
t o d a y 
is 
not sufficiently nourished to bpar t h e 
tremendous strain put upon him 
i n ' 
the higher Japanese schools. 


Students 
who 
seem 
towers 
of 
strength break down after a year at 
tho university. Some 
students 
h a v e 
gone mad; numbers have died; num- 
bers havo to give up. Tho strain is 
too great because the hardship is too 
groat—tho cold, the poor, che.ap food, 
the 
thin clothes. No man, 
howevei- 
strong, 
can 
keep 
hardy 
while 
the 
heavy strain of study is unsupported 
by good living. 


I lived one year exclusively on Jap- 
an-.se food. Of five hundrel 
of

Caucasus Oil-Fields

T Is not only tho unending feud that divides Tartars and 
Armenians Into hostile. armies which devastate the oil­ 
fields from tlmo to time, and are constantly preparing each 
other's destruction—with batteries of quick-firing guns, as 
they boast. 
Besides this ccntjpl feud, there are numerous 
fighting groups organized among the workmen and the un­ 
employed. 
Asa rule, they take some political title, such as 
“Social Democrats,” or “Anarchist Communists,” 
In 
tho 
hope of securing popular favor, and in some cases their 
origin may have been political and their aims may still be revolutionary. 
But their methods arc so simple and so lucrative that perhaps it would be 
a mistake to attribute tho zeal of all their members entirely to enthusiasm 
for social reform. 
Tho manager of an oil-field receives a letter briefly ad­ 
dressing him as "Parasite!” 
It bears the stamp of a group, and it demands 
a definite sum of money on pain of death. At an hour mentioned, the agents 
of the group call, and the manager almost invariably pays, entering the sum 
In his ledger under the heading "oflice expenses.” 
If he refuses to pay, he 
is quite sure to be shot, slabbed, or disembowelled within a day or two. 
if 
he attempts to betray the agents, all his family share his fate. 


This pursuit of weal.h on a fcasis of murder Is conducted with such 
businesslike accuracy that the manager in due course receives a stamped 
balance-sheet showing the expenditure of his contribution. 
The items en­ 
tered in the cash account are generally the purchase of arms and an assas­ 
sination, ubt no vouchers are possible in such cases, and it is generally sup­ 
posed that champagne and ather carnal delights ought to figure in the outlay. 
I am not sure whether such charges' as to the misappropriation of involuntary 
contributions are true or not, but where money is po easily obtained the temp­ 
tation must be considerable. 
In self-protection most of the richer managers

such dvorlisemeiUs pive a new and varied interest to the -local "agony col­ 
umn.”—Harper's Magazine.

Selo. 


“In tills palace,” says the informant, 
"everything Is 
regulated in 
accor­ 
dance with a single preoccupation— 
the fear of assassination. After the 
murder of Gen. Trepoff, Governor of 
the imperial domiciles, it was Gen. 
Dediouline who assumed the ungrate­ 
ful post, 
In his fear of the terror­ 
ists, tho present Governor has gone 
even further than his predecessor in 
the matter of taking precautions. The 
City of Tsarskoc-Sclo is at present 
guarded by 1,500 members of tho se­ 
cret police, more than one for every 
house. Moreover, the interior of tho 
palace is guarded by 400 picked men 
commanded by Gen. Dediouline in 
person. 


'For the past year the surveillance 
of 
all 
telegraphic, 
telephonic, and 
postal communications between Tsars- 
koe-S’elo and St. Petersburg has bean 
particularly severe. Every conversa­ 
tion by telephone between the two 
cities 
is enreglstered 
automatically 
and submitted to Gen. Dediouline. Ev­ 
ery letter, dispatch, and postal card 
Is read and copied. 


‘The Czar lives almost completely 
Isolated. With the exception of the 
Grand Dukes Peter and Nicolas Nicol- 
aievich, ho rarely sees any members 
of tho Imperial family. Tho only per-

Before she became very old Mrs. 
Neftel was active in society, and was 
known as the organizer of the Draw­ 
ing Room Club, of which G£ii. James 
Grant Wilson is President. Mrs. Nef- 
tel’s closest 
friends in New 
York 
were Mr. and Mrs. Gardner Weather- 
bee, and Mr. and Mrs. Ralph Shain- 
wald.

Mrs. Neftel will be buried to-day 
from the Cathedral of St. Nicholas, 
the Russian church at Madison ave­ 
nue and Ninety-seventh Street. Mrs. 
Neftel was formerly Nadine, (laugh­ 
ter of King Georges XII, of Georgia. 
This title was borne by the various 
rulers of Georgia 
in the Caucasus 
Mountains of Southern Russia. Her 
family ruled the province undisturb­ 
ed and independent for centuries. 


Mrs. Neftel's father was the last of 
the reigning princes and their sway 
ended with the 
Ciimean War. 
He 
died after 
ceding Georgia to Russia, 
and the family of the Princesse went 
to Moscow. 
Soon afterwood she mot 
Dr. William B. Neftel, U surgeon in 
the Russian Army. 
They were mar­ 
ried with great pomp in Moscow and 
made preparations to go to America. 


The Princesse was 
always inde­ 
pendent in her views and foresaw a 
life of untrammeled usefulness for 
her young husband in the faraway 
land. 
The 
circumstances 
of 
the 
evacuation of Georgia by her family 
also embittered her against the new 
Russia, and she willingly came to the 
n ey 
land. 
The 
Princesse 
spoke 
French fluently and met many of the 
prominent French residents 
on her 
arrival. 


She was received generally by so­ 
ciety, and 
her indifference toward 
her title endeared 
her to patriotic 
Americans. 
Her own love for her 
compatriots was evinced by her en­ 
tertainments for prominent Russians 
who came to 
New York, but 
she 
adapted herself invariably to the cus­ 
toms of the United States. 
Her or­ 
ganization of tho Drawing Room Club 
was an achievement, and through her 
influence she was 
able to 
bring to­ 
gether assemblies resembling the sa­ 
lons of France in the eighteenth cen­ 
tury.

The Matter of Diet. 


The “fresh fa:l,’’ a well-known physi­ 
cian calls the rage for cereal foods, 
“The world has been conquered oil 
white bread, pork and coffee,” he 
adds. 
It is a well-known fact that 
much that we eat is unnecessary, not. 
to say harmful; but danger also lies 
in the other extreme. Much is said 
of the Japanese as living and trium­ 
phant examples of a restricted and 
vegetable diet. 
Mr. Lafcadio H eanu 
whose conclusions on Japanese sub­ 
jects nvere not drawn from a hasty or 
superficial view, shows in his letters 
that the simple menu of the Japan­ 
ese does not stand every test, and 
proves that in diet, as in most other 
matters of life, the middle way is-the 
safest. Mr. Hearn was for many years 
a professor in a Japanese university. 
Of the fare of his pupils ho says: 


The students attempt to do on rice* 
and gruel what foreign students can. 
do only on beef, eggs, puddings— 
heavy, nutritious diet. In the eternal 
order of things the overstrain conies, 
The higher education will not give 
the desJred results for at least another 
generation, for 
the physique of the 
student must be raised to meet it. 


The higher education requires an 
increase of brain capacity in actual 
development of tissue, an increase of 
nervous energy, and consequently a 
higher standard of living. That there 
have been wonderful exceptions in 
Japanese scholarships makes no 'dif­ 
ference; it is a question of general 
averages. The student of to-day is 
not sufficiently nourished to bpar the 
tremendous strain put upon him in * 
tho higher Japanese schools. 


Students 
who 
seem towers 
of 
strength break down after a year at 
the university. Some students have 
gone mad; numbers have died; num­ 
bers have to give up. The strain is 
too great because the hardship is too 
great—tho cold, the poor, cheap food, 
the thin clothes. No man, however 
strong, can keep hardy while the 
heavy strain of study is unsupported 
by good living. 


I lived one year exclusively on Jap- 
an*.se food. Of five hundred of the 
Japanese dishes, the basis is rice, fish, 
beans, lotus, various vegetables, and 
seaweed. I had to return to tho flesh- 
pots of Egypt. I now eat Japanese 
food only once a day, and morning: 
and evening indulge 
in beefsteak, 
fowl, 
sausage and 
bread.-r-Youth’s

The treatmeut of sunstroke is cou- 
sidered iu a series of essays printed 
in The New York ^Medical Journal and 
contributed in response to an invita- 
tion to submit them to the publication 
in competition for a cash prize. 
The 
prize was awarded to Dr. Henry C. 
Becker, of New York city. 


Dr. Becker's conslderatiftu 
of 
the 
subject and the treatment recommend- 
ed by him follow in part: 


a consideration of 
the 
treat- 
ment of insolation we take cognizance 
of two forms, the hyperpyrexia!, where 
the temperature is the important point 
at issue, anil the other where an ex- 
huustion or prostration is the import- 
ant feature; the latter variety, known 
as heat exhaustion, may be mild, mod- 
erate, or severe. 


''In the hyperpyrexia! form the vftal 
point in the treatment is the rapid re- 
duction of the temperature; the prog- 
nosis is fair in direct proportion to the 
rapidity with which the temperature 
Is reduced, and in inverse proportion 
to the length of time it had endured. 


"In an emergency place the patient 
In tfie coolest and shadiest place avail- 
able. loosen the clothing and dash cold 
water, over head and body; with bet- 
ter facilities to hand, place the pa- 
tient in a bathtub of cold water, add- 
ing to it pieces of ice; the extremities 
and body should be constantly and vig- 
orously rubbed while thus immersed. 


"In those favorable cases where the 
temperature falls it is accompanied by 
an improvement 'in the pulse and res- 
piration and a clearing of the mind; 
It is well to remove the patient from 
the cold bath when the thermometer 
registers 102 degrees. 


"The temperature often fall« two 
•degrees* every 
fifteen 
minutes, 
and 
may keep on falling even when the pa- 
tient is removed from the bath; to ob- 
-viate a subnormal temperature 
and 
a 
collapse, 
It 
is 
well 
to 
oibserve 
•this rule: 
When the 
patient 
has 
heen removed from the 
cold 
bath 
there' may be a rebound of the tem- 
perature four or five hours after, par- 
ticularly in those cases where temper- 
ature has been above 
106 
degrees. 
This can be controlled -by cold packs 
o r cold sponging. 


''Antipyretics should not be used as 
a routine method, although in the trop- 
ics the hypodermatic use of quinine Is 
liighly spoken of. 
If there is much 
•struggling or delirium a hypodermatic 
Injection of one-fourth grain of mor- 
phine may be given. 


"The sudden shock from the cold 
Tvater may produce a tonic muscular 
©pasm, "including the diaphragm. 
In. 
these cases five minims of amyl ni- 
trate as an inhalation with an increase 
In the temperature of the water em- 
ployed in bathing, along with artificial 
respiration, if necessary, will tend to 
overcome the spasm; keep up the ar- 
tificial respiration half an hour if need 
be. 


"There is a strong tendency to con- 
geatlon and oedema of the lungs; this 
condition should ¡be met -by dry cup- 
ping and hypodermatic Jnjectians of 
atropine and strychnine. 
Strong, ro- 
bust, plethoric individuals 
with 
full 
bounding pulses require one-fiftieth of 
a grain of nitroglycerine; leeches to 
the temples and behind the ears are 
also helpful. 


"The after treatment 
consists 
in 
keeping .the patient in bed for several 
days on a light and easily digestible 
diet; there is often a subsequent in- 
termittent fever lasting several days; 
this is best treated by means of cold 
sponglngs and tablespoonful doses of 
spirits of mindererus given every four 
hours. 
For the headache small doses 
of acetphenetidin with cltrated 
caf- 
feine may be given. 
Special attention 
should be given to the bowel and kid- 
ney functions; any resulting sequelae 
should receive appropriate treatment 
and care.

tables And fruit; strong alcoholic liq- 
uors should be eschewed.

t-erually and Internally so that bow- 
els, kidneys, and skin may be kept 
active, for as a general rule a pa- 
tient who sweats does 'not suffer sun- 
stroke." 


"THE SENTENCE OF DEATH.'^ 


Medical Journal Criticises the Famous 


Painting Now in Royal Academy. 
The Hon. John Collier's painting, 
"The Sentence of Death." now on ex- 
hibition at the Royal Academy in Ten- 
don, is the subject of editorial critic- 
ism iu The Inter-State J^Iedlcal Jour- 
nal. 


"The purport of tlie painting can 
be understood by physicians at once." 
says the writer, "for the Interrogative 
the artist wishes to convey to the 
thinking public, especially the medi- 
cal part. Is the rather ancient one, 
battered and frayed by many fatuous 
discussions, as to whether or no a 
physician should tell a patient 
the 
truth in regai'd to the hopelessness of 
his case. 


"That the artist is decidedly in fav- 
or of the physician withholding all 
knowledge bearing on the fatal out- 
come of the case from his patient is 
written large across his work, for the 
agony depicted on the young man's 
face when he hears his doom is so 
intense that it does not require a deal 
of Imagination to realize his fearful 
mental anguish in anticipation of the 
end. 


"But although these be the artist's 
sentiments, physicians at large can- 
not be guided by them in every in- 
stance. since not infrequently the im- 
portunities of a case make it impera- 
tive on him to ally himself with truth, 
or take the consequences of a consid- 
erable opprobrium on the part of hip 
fellow-practitioners for insincerity and 
prevarication. 
All of which leads up 
to the question whether a physician's 
duties lie with his patients or with 
the ethics of his profession. 


"This is a very old question that 
even after.many years of wrangling 
has not yet reached the outposts of 
solution; in fact, studious attention to 
the matter compels us to say that to 
vanquish criticism from physicians and 
laity alike, would require many mas- 
ters of the art of fence. 
But even 
adepts 
would 
lack 
the 
acumen 
to 
make fine distinctions in certain cases 
where the choice lay between the dic- 
tates of stern duty, with its woeful 
mental consequences to a patient un- 
supported by the necessary ballast of 
stoicism, and 
the 
looseness of lan- 
guage making for much to assuage a 
patient's worst fears, but condemna- 
tory unless the physician wishes to be 
criticised by his fellow-workers as a 
conscienceless unit in a profession in 
which conscience, in italics, is the 
watchword of conduct. 


"Now, though the artist of 
"The 
Sentence of Death' is to be commend- 
ed for Interpreting a question in a 
masterly way, thereby reviving 
the 
pros and cons of a subject which our 
indifference allowed te rest in the fal- 
low field of thought, we are not sure 
that the presentment of its tragical 
features will convey sufilcient weight 
to make It a method of thought ap- 
plicable to physicians. 
For at no time 
in a medical man's practice are his 
dilemmas so abysmal as when he is 
called upon to be a blend of reasoner 
and humanitarian in the face of the 
supreme moment."

This attitude cannot fail to be ap- 
preciated in China. 
It will do more 
than a thousand empty speeches to 
cement friendly relations between the 
two nations. 


The sum required by this country 
—noticeably smaller than that of the 
other 
nations 
concerned—was 
de- 
signed to cover all American losses 
arising from the insurrection. 
Our 
authorities were wise 
enough 
and 
humane enough to eradicate, so far 
as possible all idea of punitive dam- 
ages—a fact, which has been 
made 
clear to the Chinese. 


Now that 'it has been found that 
the award of |24.400.000 was far more 
than necessary to meet these claim?, 
the United 'States is doing the only 
right and fair thing to be done under 
the circumstances. 
It stands out in 
sharp contrast to the other powers iu 
this respect, and it has reason for sat- 
isfaction with itself. 


It Is predicted that within a few 
years China will become a power in 
the Orient that will overshadow even 
Japan. 
Its importance in a commer- 
cial sense is evident now.

date. racing motor car, driven by a 
chauffeur whose skill was such that he 
could afford to laugh at all pursuers. 


But, alas! Jeannette 
and 
Jacques 
now mourn the loss of their kind iairy, 
for Mile. "Bob Walter," the originator 
of the motbr-elopement agency, died 
In Paris a short time ago, and her es- 
tate has recntly been declared bank- 
rupt. It is a sad sequel to the dellght- 
fui romances in which Mile. Walter 
figured.

Mile. Walters' method was simplic- 
ity itself. 
She simply picked the girl 
at a pre-arranged 
spot in the street, 
whisked her into a swift-running mot- 
or car, met the lover at another point, 
and then started for the frontier right 
away without any halt. 
The chauffeur 
knew every inch of the road, and his 
35-horse-power 
Panhard 
wanted 
a 
lot of catching. 


On one occasion Mile. 
Walter 
ar- 
ranged an elopment from Pau to Cher- 
bourg, the couple Intending to catch 
there the German liner. 
In order to 
throw the pursuers off the scent, an- 
other car, containing two muffled fig- 
ures made up to resemble the eloping 
pair, made its way toward the Swiss 
frontier. The ruse was successful. The 
liner was well out of French waters 
when the car shot over the frontier, 
and the bogus lovers took off their 
mufflers and goggles and laughed in 
the faces of those who had given them 
chase. 
It was a remarkable climax to 
proabbly the most exciting elopement 
of modern times.—Tit-Bits.

Says Marseilles Medical 
Socicty. 


That no chauffeur 
be granted 
a 
driver's license 
without 
first 
under- 
going a test for eyesight similar to 
the one employed with locomotive en- 
gineers was the urgent recommenda- 
tion sent the French government by 
the Marseilles Medical 
Society. 


The 
society numbers 
among 
its 
membery most of the leading physi- 
cians 
on the 
Riviera and in 
the 
South of France. 
Striking 
statistics 
are presented showing numerous ac- 
cidents on the road directly due to de- 
fective vision. 


Dr. Pvoche, who made the report to 
the society on llie subject, related the 
case of a chauffeur afflicted by as- 
ligmatism, who drove a car at full 
speed into a 
flock 
of sheep, 
When 
arrested the man explained that 
he 
could seo a gray mass 
ahead, but 
thought that this was caused by the 
road 
being 
freshly 
sprinkled. 
He 
was greatly surprised when he dis- 
covered his mistaice. 


Dr. .Roche also cited the casew of 
four une-oyed 
chauffeurs, 
all 
ofi 
whom were known 
to take part in 
speed coniests. 
"To any one of theae 
men a grain of dust might be fatal," 
said the physician. 
"Their 
presence 
at the stuiiring 
wheel constitutes a 
public menace/' 


Dr. Gauthier, 
another 
prominent 
physician, cited the case of a chauf- 
feur subject to temporary attacks of 
complete 
blindness.

A BOLD BANK ROBBERY 


Fumous riaoo of Moneys tho Scon« of 
the Stranfpe Act. 


Betwoen 1 and 2 o'clock on a recent 
Saturday afternoon a daring theft was 
comi-nitted In tho banking department 
of the Bank of England, which is re- 
served for purely 
banking 
transac- 
tiors, general or public banking busi- 
ness being done in other departments, 
says the London Times. 
Two "walk- 
clerks," or messengers» wero sent from 
Messrs. Coutts to the Bank of Eng- 
land with an order for £3,000, One of 
the clerks, it appears, remained out- 
side in a cab, while his colleague pro- 
ceeded to obtain the money, which was 
handed to hhn across tho counter in 
three canvas hags, each of which con- 
tained £1,000. The clerk seems to have 
had his attention dive-i'ted in some way, 
and he left the counter. 
His absence, 
however, was quite momentary, but ou 
his return one of the bags was miss- 
ing. An alarm was at once raised and 
the police of Old Jewry station were 
immediately communicated with. It is 
stated that almost at the moment of 
the discovery of the theft a respect- 
able-looking well-dressed man left tho 
banking department, carrying a bag in 
his hand, and it is assumed that this 
was the stolen property. 
The thief, or 
'thieves, however, succeeded in escap- 
ing. 
The robbery was a particularly 
audacious one, and it is believed that 
the culprit 
had "shadowed" Messrs. 
Coutts' messengers for some time in 
order to ascertain the latter's move- 
ments before acting.

The treatment of sunstroke is con­ 
sidered in a series of essays printed 
in The New York Medical Journal and. 
contributed in response to an Invita­ 
tion to submit them to the publication 
in competition for a cash prize. The 
prize was awarded to Dr. Henry C. 
Becker, of New York city. 


Dr. Becker’s consideration of the 
subject and the treatment recommend­ 
ed by him follow in part: 


“In a. consideration of 
the 
treat­ 
ment of insolation we take cognizance 
of two forms, the hyperpyrexial, where 
the temperature is the important point 
at issue, anti the other where an ex* 
huustion or prostration is the import­ 
ant feature; the latter variety, known 
as heat exhaustion, may be mild, mod­ 
erate, or severe. 


“In the hyperpyrexial form the vftal 
point -in the treatment is the rapid re­ 
duction of the temperature; the prog­ 
nosis is fair in direct proportion to the 
rapidity with which the temperature 
is reduced, and in inverse proportion 
to the length of time it had endured. 


“In an emergency place the patient 
in tlie coolest and shadiest place avail­ 
able, loosen the clothing and dash cold 
water over head and body; with bet­ 
ter facilities to hand, place the pa­ 
tient in a bathtub of cold water, add­ 
ing to it pieces of ice; the extremities 
and body should be constantly and vig­ 
orously rubbed while thus immersed. 


“In those favorable cases where the 
temperature falls it is accompanied by 
an improvement in the pulse and res­ 
piration and a clearing of the mind; 
1t is well to remove the patient from 
the cold bath when the thermometer 
registers 102 degrees. 


“The temperature often fall* two 
•degrees* every fifteen 
minutes, 
and 
may keep on falling even when the pa­ 
tient is removed from the bath; to ob­ 
viate a subnormal temperature and 
a collapse, 
it is well to observe 
this rule: 
When the patient 
has 
been removed from the 
cold 
bath 
there may be a rebound of the tem­ 
perature four or five hours after, par­ 
ticularly in those cases where temper­ 
ature has been above 
106 
degrees. 
This can be controlled -by cold packs 
or cold sponging. 


“Antipyretics should not be used as 
-a routine method, although in -the trop­ 
ics the hypodermatic use of quinine is 
liighly spoken of. 
.If there is much 
•struggling or delirium a hypodermatic 
injection of one-fourth grain of mor­ 
phine may be given. 


“The sudden shook from the cold 
water may produce a tonic muscular 
©pasm, including the diaphragm. 
In 
these cases five minims of amyl ni­ 
trate as an inhalation with an increase 
in the temperature of the water em­ 
ployed in bathing, along with artificial 
respiration, if necessary, will tend to 
overcome the spasm; keep up the ar­ 
tificial respiration half an hour if need 
be. 
" 


“There is a strong tendency to con- 
geation and oedema of the lungs; this 
condition should ;be met ’by dry cup­ 
ping and hypodermatic Injections of 
atropine and strychnine. 
Strong, ro­ 
bust, plethoric individuals with full 
bounding pulses require one-fiftieth of 
a grain of nitroglycerine; leeches to 
the temples and behind the ears are 
also helpful. 


“The after treatment 
consists 
in 
keeping .the patient in bed for several 
days on a light and easily digestible 
diet; there is often a subsequent in­ 
termittent fever lasting several days; 
this is 'best treated by means of cold 
spongings and tablespoonful doses of 
spirits of mindererus given every four 
hours. 
For the headache small doses 
of acetphenetidin with titrated caf­ 
feine may be given. Special attention 
should be given to the bowel and kid­ 
ney functions; any resulting sequelae 
should receive appropriate treatment 
and care. 


“In the treatment of heat exhaus­ 
tion stimulants are primarily indicat­ 
ed, and in severe cases, to insure their 
certain apd prompt effect, they s'hould 
be given hypodermatically. 


“The 
slightest 
manifestation 
of 
headache, 
vertigo, 
and 
faintness 
should *be heeded, and the patient im­ 
mediately removed «to some cool and 
shady room or place. 
A teaspoonful 
of aromatic spirits of ammonia in a 
glass of cold water will suffice in the 
milder form of cases; if 
somewhat 
feverish cold sponging 
with alcohol 
and water is indicated, 


“It is in the more pronounced and 
severer forms of heat exhaustion that 
heroic means are often necessary to 
save life; when there is respiratory 
failure strychnine, one-thirtieth to one- 
fifteenth of a grain, is to be injected, 
oxygen gas and artificial respiration 
may be required and resorted to; in 
acute heart failure camphor, 1 grain 
dissolved in sweel almond oil, 6 min­ 
ims; or a solution of citrated caf­ 
feine, 1 to 2 grains, injected; if puUs 
is soft and feeble, digltaltn, one two- 
hundredth of a grain, repeated in aa 


hour ft necessary; if pulse is full *m< 
bounding, one one-hundredth to one* 
fiftieth of a grain of 
nitroglycerine. 
For reflexly stimulating the nerve cen* 
tres mustard paste or the douche may 
be employed. 


“The after treatment is rest in bed, 
with tonic and stimulating medicines 
and treatment of any resulting seque­ 
lae. 


“Prophylaxis.—This consists in the 
prevention of exposure to the direct 
rays of the sun, moderation in the 
amount of physical and mental work, 
the wearing of light and cool clothing 
during a protracted spell of hot and 
humid weather. The diet should con­ 
sist of little meat, with plenty of vege­ 
tables And fruit; strong alcoholic liq­ 
uors should be eschewed. 
Water ex­ 
ternally and internally so that bow­ 
els, kidneys, and skin may be kept 
active, for as a general rule a pa­ 
tient who sweats does «not suffer sun­ 
stroke.” 


“THE SENTENCE OF DEATH." 


Medical Journal Criticises the Famous 


Painting Now in Royal Academy. 
The Hon. John Collier’s painting, 
“The Sentence of Death/’ now on ex­ 
hibition at the Royal Academy in Lron- 
don, is the subject of editorial critic­ 
ism in The Inter-State Medical Jour­ 
nal. 


“The purport of the painting can 
be understood by physicians at once,*' 
says the writer, “for the interrogative 
the artist wishes to convey to the 
thinking public, especially the medi­ 
cal part, is the rather ancient one, 
battered and frayed by many fatuous 
disoussions, as to whether or no a 
physician should tell a patient the 
truth in regard to the hopelessness of 
his case. 


“That the artist is decidedly in fav­ 
or of the physician withholding all 
knowledge bearing on the fatal out­ 
come of the case from his patient is 
written large across his work, for the 
agony depicted on the young man’s 
face when he hears his doom is so 
intense that it does not require a deal 
of imagination to realize his fearful 
mental anguish in anticipation of the 
end. 


“But although these be the artist’s 
sentiments, physicians at large can­ 
not be guided by them in every in­ 
stance, since not infrequently the im­ 
portunities of a case make it impera­ 
tive on him to ally himself with truth, 
or take the consequences of a consid­ 
erable opprobrium on the part of his 
fellow-practitioners for insincerity and 
prevarication. 
All of which leads up 
to the question whether a physician's 
duties lie with his patients or with 
the ethics of his profession. 


“This is a very old question that 
even after.m any years of wrangling 
has not yet reached the outposts of 
solution; in fact, studious attention to 
the matter compels us to say that to 
vanquish criticism from physicians and 
laity alike, would require many mas­ 
ters of the art of fence. 
But even 
adepts would lack the acumen to 
make fine distinctions in certain cases 
where the choice lay between the dic­ 
tates of stern duty, with its woeful 
mental consequences to a patient un­ 
supported by the necessary ballast of 
stoicism, and the looseness of lan­ 
guage making for much to assuage a 
patient’s worst fears, but condemna­ 
tory unless the physician wishes to be 
criticised by his fellow-workers as a 
conscienceless unit in a profession in 
which conscience, in italics, is the 
watchword of conduct. 


“Now, though the artist of “The 
Sentence of Death’ is to be commend­ 
ed for Interpreting a question in a 
masterly way, thereby reviving the 
pros and cons of a subject which our 
indifference allowed te rest in the fal­ 
low field of thought, we are not sure 
that the presentment of its tragical 
features will convey sufficient weight 
to make it a method of thought ap­ 
plicable to physicians. For at no time 
in a medical man's practice are his 
dilemmas so abysmal as when he is 
called upon to be a blend of reasoner 
and humanitarian in the face of the 
supreme moment." 


CHINESE INDEMITV. 
» 


Honorable Treatment at the Hands of 


United States. 


The House adopted the joint resolu­ 
tion for a remission of $10,800,000 of 
the (Chinese indemnity growing out of 
the Boxer troubles of 1900. Even with 
this concession, sufficient remains to 
pay all claims arising from the,up­ 
rising, 


This attitude cannot fail to be ap­ 
preciated in China. 
It will do more 
than a thousand empty speeches to 
cement friendly relations between the 
two nations. 


The sum required by this country 
—noticeably smaller than that of the 
other nations 
concerned—was 
de­ 
signed to cover all American losses 
arising from the insurrection. 
Our 
authorities were wise 
enough 
and 
humane enough to eradicate, so far 
as possible all idea of punitive dam­ 
ages—a fact, which has been made 
clear to the Chinese. 


Now that it has been found that 
the award of $24,400,000 was far more 
than necessary to meet these claim?, 
the United »States is doing the only 
right and fair thing to be done under 
the circumstances. 
It stands out in 
sharp contrast to the other powers in 
this respect, and it has reason for sat­ 
isfaction with itself. 


It is predicted that within a few 
years China will become a power in 
the Orient that will overshadow even 
Japan. 
Its importance in a commer­ 
cial sense is evident now. 
We shall 
reap the reward of our fairness and 
friendship when it come* into its o*n. 
—Huntington Advertiser,

“Mention the name and address of 
the lady, and leave the rest to me,” 
this agent would say to a despairing 
lover in France, wiio had failed to 
overcome stern parental objections to 
the match, and in a short time this 
fairy godmother to lovers—who, 
in 
reality, was a lady—would so arrange 
matters that the pair of Cupid-stricken 
victims could flee across the border 
away from parental control—not in a 
carriage and four, as in the days of 
Gretna Green, but in a special, up-to- 
date, racing motor car, driven by a 
chauffeur whose skill was such that he 
could afford to laugh at all pursuers. 


But, alas! Jeannette and Jacques 
now mourn the loss of their kind Hairy, 
for Mile. “Bob Walter,” the originator 
of the motbr-elopement agency, died 
in Paris a short time ago, and her es­ 
tate has recntly been declared bank­ 
rupt.

EYE TESTS FOR CHAUFFEURS. 


Accidents Due 
to Defective 
Sight, 


Says Marseilles Medical Society. 
That no chauffeur 
be granted 
a 
driver's license without first under­ 
going a test for eyesight similar to 
the one employed with locomotive en­ 
gineers was the urgent recommenda­ 
tion sent the French government by 
the Marseilles Medical Society. 


The society numbers 
among its 
members most of the leading physi­ 
cians 
on the 
Riviera and in 
the 
South of France. 
Striking statistics 
are presented showing numerous ac­ 
cidents on the road directly due to de­ 
fective vision. 


Dr. Roche, who made the report to 
the society on the subject, related the 
ease of a chauffeur afflicted by as­ 
tigmatism, who drove a car at full 
speed into a flock 
of sheep. 
When 
arrested the man explained that he 
could see a gray mass 
ahead, but 
thought that this was caused by the 
road 
being freshly 
sprinkled. He 
was greatly surprised when he dis­ 
covered his mistake. 


Dr. .Roche also cited the cases of 
four one-oyed 
chauffeurs, 
all 
afi 
whom were known to take part in 
speed coniests. “To any one of these 
men a grain of dust might be fatal/' 
said the x^ysician, 
“Their presence 
at the steering 
wheel constitutes a 
public menace/' 


Dr. Gauthier, 
another 
prominent 
physician, cited the case of a chauf­ 
feur subject to temporary attacks of 
complete blindness. 


Automobile clubs of France are re­ 
quested to support the recommenda­ 
tion of the Medical Society, but thus 
far 
have 
deferred 
action.—-New 
York Times.

Between 1 and 2 o'clock on a recent 
Saturday afternoon a daring theft was 
committed in the banking department 
of the Bank of England, wiiich is re­ 
served for purely 
banking 
transac­ 
tions. general or public banking busi­ 
ness being done in other departments, 
says the London Times. Two “walk- 
clerks,” or messengers, were sent from 
Messrs. Coutts to the Bank of Eng­ 
land with an order for £3,000. One of 
the clerks, it appears, remained out­ 
side in a cab, while his colleague pro­ 
ceeded to obtain the money, which was 
handed to him across tho counter in 
three canvas bags, each of which con­ 
tained £1,000. The clerk seems to have 
had his attention diverted in some way, 
and he left the counter, His absence, 
however, was quite momentary, but on 
his return one of the bags was miss­ 
ing. An alarm was at once raised and 
tho police of Old Jewry station were 
immediately communicated with. It is 
stated that almost at the moment of 
the discovery of the theft a respect­ 
able-looking well-dressed man left tho 
banking department, carrying a bag in 
his hand, and it is assumed that this 
was the stolen property. The thief, or 
•thieves, however, succeeded in escap­ 
ing. 
The robbery was a particularly 
audacious one, and it is believed that 
the culprit 
had “shadowed” Messrs. 
Coutts’ messengers for some time in 
order to ascertain the latter’s move­ 
ments before acting.

Ditfiiiigulgliori II *t miles* Artist*. 


A Belgian artist, one of Watteau’? 
students—Caesar Ducornet—was hand- 
less, having been born without arms, 
and with only rudimentary legs, and 
yet he carried off all the prizes at Lille, 
won golden medals in Paris, and had 
pictures in the Louvre. 
He used to 
hold the palette with one foot stump, 
and use the brush with the other. 
A 
slender scaffold was built in front of 
his easel, and on this ho writhed and 
twisted, climbed and crouched, leaving 
traces of color wherever he passed, 
traversing the canvas with tho swift­ 
ness of a ily upon the wall. Antwerp 
had an artist who copied the master­ 
pieces of Rubens, 
and yet had no 
hands. All his work was done with 
his toes, and so well did he paint that 
his pictures fetched a higher price for 
their artistic merit than those of any 
other artist in the city. 
England's 
handless painter, Mr. Bartram Hiles, 
at the age of 1G had exhibited his first 
picture at the Bristol academy, and 
succeeded in winning 
the 
national 
scholarship of the value of £100 for 
two years. He both paints and models 
with his mouth. Herr Adam Stepen 
of New York, is another armless artist, 
who guides tho brushes with his toes. 
The young Swies artist, Aimee Rapin, 
has no arms, but manipulates her cray­ 
on in a wonderful manner with her 
right foot.

Farm Buildings Destroyed by Fire. 


About 1 o’clock Slonday morning fire 
completely destroyed the house and barn 
on the farm of Charles Weiglo along the 
State road near Ileidlersburg.

one was at home since Saturday and the 
barn must have been set on fire. The fire 
was discovered shortly after midnight by 
two young men who were driving in that 
section.

The fire evidently had 
its origin in the barn and the sparks from 
that building fired the house whitfi was 
only a short distance away.

The German Emperor, as King of 
Prussia, wants to have 
his 
salary 
raised. 
Ho is not getting 
enough 
pocket money, and he has demanded 
more. 
Most of us have repeated the 
old nur.sery rhyme. "It must be nice to 
be a king," and doubtless it is, some- 
tlms. 
But it must be horrid to be a 
king and not have enough money to 
spend. 
One does not easily Imagine 
a king nowadays not having all he 
wants, especially a king of a leading 
European country. 
But so it is. In 
other words, the Kaiser is hard up. 
He has admitted it. At present he re- 
ceives from the .State $G50.000 as Ger- 
man Emperor and nearly $4,000,000 as 
King of Prussia. 
The last increase, 
which amounted to $750.000. was made 
in 1889, in the second year of his 
reign. 
Still, it is not enough. The 
Kaiser today actually is receiving less 
than the old Kings annually received. 


An income exceeding four and a half 
million dollars a year Is not a despic- 
able sum. even for Kaiser Wllhelni, 
but those who know say it is not ex- 
cessive. 
There are no allowances to 
other members of the royal family and 
very little comes from the royal do- 
mains. 
Some one began, a year or 
two ago, to try and foot up the Kais- 
er's tailor's bill. 
They became tired 
in the middle.and never got to the 
end. The Kaiser has several hundred 
uniforms; complete uniforms of all 
the ^ Prussian regiments—horse, 
foot 
and artillery—besides the regiments 
of the lesser states and those of which 
he holds honorary rank 
in 
foreign 
countries. 
He has jeweled accoutre- 
ments equal to those of an Indian 
prince, and every appointment is per- 
fect. The Kaiser Is a great stickler 
in matters of dress, and none can ever 
find a fault in his personal eqliipment. 
He is a connoisseur in the art of se- 
curing a; parel and in the art of wear- 
ing it to the best advantage. 
Nobody 
has ever denied t4aat Kaiser Wilhelni 
As Emperor looks the part. 


Kings and emperors cannot 
trav- 
el alone. 
The Kaiser always has a 
large retinue -with him. He forgets 
nothing that can niaike for pomp and 
splendor. 
Hence his 
travelling ex- 
penses amount to a pretty tall figure. 
Then, in addition to the upkeep of 
his fifty-two castles, palaces, country 
homes, innumerable farms and for- 
ests, he is expected to maintain the 
royal theatres at Berlin, Hanover and 
Cassel, and has to foot the bills for 
the royal concerts. 
The Kaiser has 
been very fortunate, however, la the 
way of receiving legacies from weal- 
thy subjects. 
Only a few years ago 
Herr Wllhelm Hllderbrand left him 
an estate worth $375.000 and $750.000 
In hard cash. A West Prussian land- 
owner gave him an estate of 5000 
acres as an earnest of greater pos- 
sessions to come at the donor's death. 
Baroness Oppenheim-Cohn gave him 
$500.000 and Herr Henckel von Don- 
nersmarch placed two and a half mil- 
lion dollars at his disposal in 1906. 


Statistics published in various for- 
eign journals prove that the Kaiser is 
by no means the best paid monarch 
in Europe. 
The Czar of Russia has 
that honor. The Russian imperial fam- 
ily is the wealthiest In the world of 
rulers. 
It derives its wealth from 
three sources—the State treasury, the 
Imperial domains 
(formerly 
church 
lands) andthe so-called "cabinet prop- 
erties." 
The State treasury provides 
for the Czar as soverlgn. the imperial 
domains are the Joint property of the 
members of the House of Romanoff. 


salary of $4,720.000. which is derived 
from two portions of his monarchy. 
Thus the Kaiser receives 
far 
less 
than his Austrian neighbor. 


The King of Italy has $3.220.000 a. 
year. 
The King of Greece has only 
$200.000 a year. 
This sum Is so In* 
adequate for the position that Great 
Britain, France and Russia each pay 
hin\ $20.000 a year. 


The French President has a salary 
and allowance of $240.000 
a 
year. 
The President of the United States 
has to make 
both 
ends meet 
on 
$50,000, 
Compared with these small- ^ 
er grants, the luxury in which the 
average American millionaire is able 
to indulge is 
munificent. 
He has 
the riches witanut the pomp or state 
to maintain, without the huge staffs 
of ofilcials, without the 
palaces 
in 
which ho cannot 
live. The Kaiser 
maintains palaces which 
he 
never 
sees from one year's end to another. 
It is not pleasant to have 
a 
crown 
and a 
limited 
purse with it.—New 
York Sunday World.

Every child born 
to the Czar receives from birúi to 
the age of twenty-one nearly $20,000 
a year, while the heir to the throne 
receives annually, in addition to the 
maintenance 
of 
palaces, 
$50,000. 
Daughters receive a dowry of $500,- 
OOO when they marry. 
• The imperial 
domains, 
the main 
source of the wealth of the Roman- 
offs, were 
originally church 
lands, 
and comprise 21,328,000 acres, an area 
larger than all Ireland. 
The 
clear 
profit derived from them, 
in 
their 
agi'icultural, 
viticuliural, 
pastoral 
and forest yield, is over 
$10,000.000 
per annum. 
During the past hundred 
years no less a sum than $125,000,- 
000 has been paid out to the imperial 
house. 


The "cabinet properties" comprise 
115,000.000 acres, and belong to the 
resigning Ozar personally as Czar. 
This property is almost entirely in 
Siberia, and includes the best and 
largest of the gold and silver mines. 
King Edward gets

nually for his own use. Each mem- 
ber of the British

Men Who Have Had Their Lives In- 
sured for So Much a Pound. 


It is not often that one is insured 
according -io weight, but there are 
several instances on record which It 
is interesting to recall. Readers will 
perhaps recollect the case of a high- 
caste Burmese midget named Smaun 
Sing Hpoo, who appeared in London 
some years ago and then visited the 
States, and who. before starting for 
the "Land of the Free," was insured at 
Lloyds at so much the pound. 
Smaun 
was 34 Inches high and Aveighed 20 
pounds, and the policy was made out 
for §20.000, being at the rate* of $1000 
for every 16 ounces of his weight.- 


Smaun's manager, who was a cut© 
German with some journalistic gifts, 
thought that by insuring the midget 
for so much per pound he would catch 
the fancy of the American newspaper 
men. And ho succeeded. 
Smaun'» 
weight was reduced to grains and his 
valu<| to cents, and various statistical 
fiends "went to work and evolved re- 
markable and curious sums by the 
simple methods of dividing his value 
by his weight, and vice versa. 
Smaun 
was a sensation in tho States, but 
it is just a question whether the novel 
way of effecting his insurance was not 
answerable for his notoriety. 


John Locke Rowe, a well 
known 
Bo.ston mail order magnate, 
never 
took the trouble to get insured until 
he was well over 50, and then he was 
so corpulent that he frequently de- 
clared no Insurance company would 
take the risk. 
But several, agents 
were after him for many years, and 
one man in particular was extraordi- 
narily persistent. He bearded Rowe in 
his private ofilce one morning and be- 
gan by stating that he did not Intend 
to leave until the big merchant had 
agreed to take out a policy. 
Rowe 
swore he wouIdn^t do anything of the 
sort, but admired the man's persist- 
ence too much to order him out of the 
ofllce. At last the agent said: 


"Look here, Mr. Rowe, what's the 
good of Kicking? You've got to take 
out a policy sooner or later, and it 
might just as well be In our ofllce. 
I'll take you any way you like. Why' 
struck by a brilliant idea and regard- 
ing with some interest Rowe's mas- 
sive propi)rtIons—"I'll tell you what 
I'll do. I'll make you out a policy at so 
much a pound and every ounce of 
flesh you lose after the document's 
signed you shall have back so much 
in the form of a bonus." 


Rowe laughed so immoderately that 
the Insurance man get nervous lest 
he should go off into a fit of apoplexy 
before he could get his papers out, 
but he recovered himself and agreed 
to take out a policy at 
$100 the 
pound, tho terms to be according to 
the plan suggested by the agent. Mr. 
Rowe weighed 349 pounds, and was 
promptly Insured by the persistent 
agent for $34,900. Unfortunately, how- 
ever, Mr, Rowe did not lose weight, 
but rather put it on, so that when 
he died, ilve years later, ho scaled 
considerably over 400 pounds. He was 
always known in Boston as the man 
who was worth $^00 a pound, 


Mertinet, an eccentric French writ- 
er, was insured for 50 . francs per 
French pound, and the 
agreement 
with the company was that at his 
death his relatives should receive a 
sum of money equal to 50 francs for 
every pound that the corpse weighed. 
Curiously enough, almost directly the 
policy was made out Bertinet began 
to lose weight and continued to grow 
thin, until at the time of his death 
he scaled only two-thirds of what he 
weighed when he signed his policy. 
The relatives were going to law,, but, 
being shown that they had no caae, 
decided to take tho amount to which 
they were entitled and say no more 
about it.—Tit-Bits.

W hy the Kaiser, with $4,500,000 a Year, Is Hard Up and 
the Cruel Situation of Monarchs Who Are Much Worse Off.

The German Emperor, as King of 
Prussia, wants to 
have 
his 
salary 
raised. 
Ho Is not getting enough 
pocket money, and he has demanded 
more. 
Most of us have repeated the 
old nursery rhyme, “It must be nice to 
be a king,” and doubtless it is, some- 
tims. 
But it must be horrid to be a 
king and not have enough money to 
spend. 
One does not easily imagine 
a king nowadays not having all he 
wants, especially a king, of a leading 
European country. 
But so it is. 
In 
other words, the Kaiser is hard up. 
lie has admitted it, At present he re­ 
ceives from the .State $G50,000 as Ger­ 
man Emperor and nearly $4,000,000 as 
King of Prussia. 
The last increase, 
which amounted to $750,000, was made 
in 1889, in the second year of his 
reign. 
Still, it is not enough. 
The 
Kaiser today actually is receiving less 
than the old Kings annually received. 


An income exceeding four and a half 
million dollars a year is not a despic­ 
able sum, even for Kaiser Wilhelm, 
but those who know say it is not ex­ 
cessive. 
There are no allowances to 
other members of the royal family and 
very little comes from the royal do­ 
mains. 
Some one began, a year or 
two ago, to try and foot up the Kais­ 
er’s tailor’s bill. 
They became tired 
in the middle . and never got to the 
end. The Kaiser has several hundred 
uniforms; complete uniforms of all 
the 1 Prussian regiments—horse, foot 
and artillery—besides the regiments 
of the lesser states and those of which 
he holds honorary rank 
in 
foreign 
countries. 
He lias jeweled accoutre­ 
ments equal to those of an Indian 
prince, and every appointment is per­ 
fect. 
The Kaiser is a great stickler 
in matters of dress, and none can ever 
find a fault in his personal equipment. 
He is a connoisseur in the art of se­ 
curing a; parel and in the art of wear­ 
ing it to the best advantage. Nobody 
has ever denied t4iat Kaiser Wilhelm 
As Emperor looks the part. 


Kings and emperors cannot 
trav­ 
el alone. 
The Kaiser always has a 
large retinue with him. 
He forgets 
nothing that can maike for pomp and 
splendor. 
Hence his 
travelling 
ex­ 
penses amount to a pretty tall figure. 
Then, in addition to the upkeep of 
his fifty-two castles, palaces, country 
homes, innumerable farms and for­ 
ests, he is expected to maintain the 
royal theatres at Berlin, Hanover and 
Cassel, and has to foot the bills for 
the royal concerts. 
The Kaiser has 


salary of $4,720,000, which is derived 
from two portions of 
his monarchy. 
Thus the Kaiser receives 
far 
less 
than his Austrian neighbor. 


The King of Italy has 
$3,220,000 it 
year. 
The King of Greece has only 
$200,000 a year. 
This sum is so in* 
adequate for the position that Great 
Britain, France and Russia each pay 
liin\ $20,000 a year. 


The French President has a salary 
and allowance of $240,000 
a 
year. 
The President of the United States 
has to make 
both 
ends meet 
on 
$50,000. 
Compared with these small- r 
er grants, the luxury in which 
the 
average American millionaire is able 
to indulge is 
munificent. 
He 
has 
the riches without the pomp or state 
to maintain, without the huge staffs 
of officials, without the 
palaces 
In 
which ho cannot 
live. 
The 
Kaiser 
maintains palaces which 
he 
never 
sees from one year's end to another. 
It is not pleasant to have 
a crown 
and a 
limited 
purse with it.—New 
York Sunday World.

The State treasury provides 
for the Czar as soverlgn, the imperial 
domains are the joint property of the 
members of the House of Romanoff, 
but administered by the head of the 
house; the “cabinet properties” are 
the personal possessions of the reign­ 
ing soverign as such. No data of any

Men Who Have Had Their Lives In­ 
sured fc'r So Much a Pound. 


It is not often that one is insured 
according -to weight, but there are 
several instances on record which it 
Is interesting to recall. Readers will 
perhaps recollect the case of a liigh- 
caste Burmese midget named Smaun 
Sing Hpoo, who appeared in London 
some years ago and then visited the 
States, and who, before starting for 
the “Land of the Free,” was insured at 
Lloyds at so much the pound. Smaun 
was 34 inches high and weighed 20 
pounds, and the policy was made out 
for $20,000, being at the rate* of $1000 
for every 16 ounces of his weigh t.- 
Smaun’s manager, who was a cute 
German willi some journalistic gifts, 
thought that by Insuring the midget 
for so much per pound he would catch 
the fancy of the American newspaper 
men. And ho succeeded. 
Smaun's 
weight was reduced to grains and his 
value* to cents, and various statistical 
fiends went to work and evolved re­ 
markable and curious sums by the 
simple methods of dividing his value 
by his weight, and vice versa. Smaun 
was a sensation In the States, but 
it is just a question whether the novel 
way of effecting his insurance was not 
answerable for his notoriety. 


John Locke Rowe, a well 
known 
Boston mail order magnate, 
never 
took the trouble to get insured until 
he was well over 50, and then he was 
so corpulent that he frequently de­ 
clared no insurance company would 
take the risk. 
But several, agents 
were after him for many years, and 
one man in particular was extraordi­ 
narily persistent. He bearded Rowe in 
his private office one morning and be­ 
gan by stating that he did not intend 
to leave until the big merchant had 
agreed to take out a policy. 
Rowe 
swore he wouldn't do anything of the 
sort, but admired the man's persist­ 
ence too much to order him out of the 
office. At last the agent said: 


“Look here, Mr. Rowe, what’s the 
good of kicking? You've got to take 
out a policy sooner or later-, and it 
might just as well be in our office. 
I'll take you any way you like. Why”— 
struck by a brilliant idea and regard­ 
ing with some interest Rowe's mas* 
sive proportions—“I'll tell you what 
I'll do. I'll make you out a policy at so 
much a pound and every ounce of 
flesh you lose after the document's 
signed you shall have back so much 
in the form of a bonus.” 


Rowe laughed so immoderately that 
the insurance man get nervous lest 
he should go off into a fit of apoplexy 
before he could get his papers out, 
but he recovered himself and agreed 
to take out a policy at 
$100 
the 
pound, the terms to be according to 
the plan suggested by the agent. Mr. 
Rowe weighed 349 pounds, and was 
promptly insured by the persistent 
agent for $34,900. Unfortunately, how­ 
ever, Mr. Rowe did not lose weight, 
but rather put it on, so that when 
he died, live years later, ho scaled 
considerably over 400 pounds. He was 
always known in Boston as the man 
who was worth $*100 a pound. 


Mertinet, an eccentric French writ­ 
er, was insured for 50 . francs 
per 
French pound, and the 
agreement 
with the company was that at his 
death his relatives should receive a 
sum of money equal to 50 francs for 
every pound that the corpse weighed. 
Curiously enough, almost directly the 
policy was made out Bertinet began 
to lose weight and continued to grow 
thin, until at the time of his death 
he scaled only two-thirds of what he 
weighed when he signed his policy. 
The relatives were going to law* but, 
being shown that they had no case, 
decided to take tho amount to which 
they were entitled and say no more 
about it.-—Tit-Bits.

The recent warm wave was npt oi 
uuMAual dm ation,writes W. L. Moore, 
chief 
of tbo 
government 
weAtber 
bureau. 
Often wo have periods of 
extreiiio heat iu tho month of May that 
exceed,both in duration and intensity, 
the hot period recently closed« 
We 
call those abnormal periods of extreme 
beat "hot waves.*' 
This 
term 
is ft 
bad one. 
They are not hot waves iu 
the sense that periods of intense cold 
^are cold waves. 


The air is heated mainly from the 
bottom upward. 
Solar insulation fall- 
ing upon the earth^s surface first raises 
the temporature of the earth, and it 
in turn heats tho thin layer of air im- 
mediately adjacent. 
As to the remote 
cause of these long periods of intense 
beat, 
popularly 
called hot waves, I 
knoAv nothing. 


As to tho immediate and apparent 
cause, 
I 
will 
Fay that utmospborio 
eddies rotate 
across 
the country iu 
periods 
of about 
three days 
each. 
The cyclonic eddy raises the air from 
the sui^ice and carries it upward; the 
anti-cyclonic eddy draws tuo air down- 
ward at its centre and 
forces it out- 
ward iu all directions. 
These eddies 
alte natein their passage a ross tho 
country. 
It is plainly to bo seen that 
their ellect is to scatter anddilVuse tho 
stratum of sniiorheated air iu which 
animal life exists,and, under ordinary 
conditions, to leave the iiuder portion 
of our atmosphere with a tomiftrature 
comfortable for man. 


For someunexplainable reason there 
come periods in summer when 
these 
atmospheric 
eddies 
ce.ise to 
rotate 
across the country', and during such 
times thero is, therefore, no way for 
thp heat which is radiated from the 
hot surface of tho earth to the air im- 
meiliately above to escape, except by 
conduction 
and 
radiation. 
These 
methods are inellicient, so far as car-

H o w to Keep W a t e r Cold. 


Having tried it, I recommend the 
following mode of keeping ice water 
for a long time in a common pitcher," 
says a writer in Woman's Home Com- 
panion.

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Switzerland Prohibits A bsinth e 


At a time when the prohMt*on of 
alcoholic beverage* has brcomr more 
i than an academic question In some 
j parts of the United State«, it is in­

has outlawed absinthe, which, as is 
well known, 
is an 
emerald liquor 
made largely of wormwood macerat­ 
ed in alcohol. 
The decision to forbkl 
the manufacture and sale of absinthe 
in Switzerland was arrived at through 
the medium of a national referendum, 
which showed 
a 
majority of over 
80,000 In favor 
of 
the proposition.

HOT WAVES, 


They.ure* AreutititlulIons 
Hest 


by at l.atck of Storms 


The recent warm wave was npt of 
unuaual duration,writes \V. L. Moore, 
chiefs of tho 
government weather 
bureau, 
Often wo havo periods of 
extreme heat in tho month oi May that 
exceed,both in duration a n d intensity, 
the hot period recoutly closed. 
We 
call those abnormal periods of extreme 
heat ' ‘hot waves.” 
This term is a 
bad one. 
They are not hot waves in 
the seus’e that periods of intense cold 
^are cold waves. 


The air is heated maiuly from the 
bottom upward. 
Solar insulation fall­ 
ing upon the earth's surface first raises 
the temperature of the earth, and it 
in turn heats the thin layer of air im­ 
mediately ad'acOnt. 
As to the remote 
cause of tlieso long periods of intense 
heat, 
popularly called hot waves, I 
know nothing. 


As to the immediate and apparent 
cause, 
I will say that atmospheric 
eddies rotate across the country in 
periods of about three days each. 
The cyclonic eddy raises the air from 
the su irace aud carries it upward; the 
anti-cyclonic eddy draws tho air down­ 
ward at its centre and forces it out­ 
ward in all directions. 
These eddies 
alternate in their passage a ross tho 
country. 
It is plainly to bo seen that 
their ellect is to scatter an d diffuse tho 
stratum of superheated air in which 
animal life exists,and, under ordinary 
conditions, to leave the under portion 
of our atmosphere with a temiJbrature 
comfortable for man. 


For some unexplainable reason there 
come periods in summer whon these 
atmospheric eddies ce.ise to rotate 
across the country, and during such 
times there is, therefore, no way for 
the heat which i« radiated from the 
hot surface of tho earth to the air im­ 
mediately above to escape, except by 
conduction 
and 
radiation. 
Those 
methods are inefficient, so far as car-

cooking my meals and taking ca’*o of 
my horse. 
Fortunately for Eusebio’s 
chances of leisure, I eat at one of tho 
army messes when in Manila, aud a 
soldier lms had a little arrangement 
for looking after my horse for so long 
that I do not like to disturb it.

my placid .Filipino boy would cheer­ 
fully take these extra b miens upon 
himself.

Besides, Euseb?o

and provides his own food. 
Lest that 
seems to the American reader to be 
pitifully poor wages, Jet me assure 
you that under Spanish rule Eusebio 
toiled for four pesos a month, on ex­ 
actly the^ same arrangement as to 
domicile and "chow.” 
He consider* 
himself a highly paid menial, and of 
late there has been a certain spruce­ 
ness a':out his attire; and I suspect 
tha" he now feels prosperous enough 
to fall in love. 


Honestly, this little brown boy i3 
an excellent servant, faithful and in­ 
dustrious. 
There are sco/qs of thou* 
ands more like h ‘m in aud around 
Maui'a. 
These Filipinos are born 
servants. 
They would prove a god­ 
send to tired housekeepers in the 
Unitol States, where it is yearly be­ 
coming more difficult to find young 
people who are willing to go out to 
domestic service. 
Filipino men see 
no degradation in doing housework. 
In the restaurants heie they prove 
moro efficient than the average of our 
waiters in Now York. 
As club ser­ 
vants they are ideal, gliding about so 
noiselessly that their presence is not 
suspected unless seen; nor do they 
forget the English name of a bever­ 
age or food alter it has once bean told 
to them. 
Then, they are Christians.

How to Keep Wat«r Cold. 


“Having tried it, I recommend the 
following mode of keeping ice water 
for a long time in a common pitcher,” 
says a writer in Woman’s Home Com­ 
panion. "‘Place between two sheets of 
thick brown paper a layer of cotton 
bating about half an inch in thick­ 
ness; fasten the ends of the paper 
and batting together, forming a cir­ 
cle, then sew or paste a crown over 
one end, making a bow the shape of a 
stovepipe hat minus the rim. 
Place 
this over an ordinary pitcher filled 
with ice water, making it deep enough 
to rest on the table so as to exclude 
the air, and you will be astonished 
to see the length of time that the ice 
will keep and the water remain cold 
after all the ice- has melted.” 


A Handsome Portiere. 


Take a piece of serge or linen the 
required size, make a two-inch hem 
at the top, and fasten to wooden har­ 
ness rings which have been gilded, 
stained or painted to harmonize with 
the room. 
Make a two-inch hem on 
each side and ravel the bottom for 
about six inches and knot into fringe. 
This last, however, is quite optional. 


Next outline in colors a bold con­ 
ventional design, either in bands 
a 
little way from the top and bottom, or 
up one side and over the top. 
To 
outline use linen floss with the ordi­ 
nary outline stitch. 


Now prepare some aniline dyes of 
the required colors, and with a com­ 
mon bristle brush stain the design in­ 
side the outline, and your portiere is 
ready, says Woman’s Life. 


Take a piece of one and one-half 
inch rope, 
and 
after 
passing 
it 
through the rings, stretch across the 
top of the door and fasten firmly to 
each side; tie loops at each end and 
ravel the rone to make tassels. The 
rope as wrell as the design may be 
touched up with 
different 
colored 
bronzes if desired. If you will dip the 
rope in strong tar water you will not 
be troubled with moths. 
This meth­ 
od of decoration would be very effec­ 
tive for curtains.

Kisses—Beat the whites of three 
egs stiff and flaky add three quar­ 
ters of a cup of powdered sugar, sift­ 
ing and Jetting it in lightly.

Sift all together. 
In a cup put one- 
fourth cup of butter; place on stove 
till melted. When it boils up break 
Into it two eggs. Quickly remove from 
flre and fill cup with milk. Stir into 
flour, etc. Flavor with aJnnnd or va­ 
nilla and bake in quick oven, 


Philadelphia 
Vanila Ice Cream.— 
Pne quart cream, one-half 
pound 
granulated sugar, 
two 
scant 
table­ 
spoonfuls extract of vanilla. 
This is 
the simplest and to m*ny the most 
delicious form of ice cruam. 
The 
cream should be very sweet and high­ 
ly flavored, as both sweetness and 
flavor are lessened by freezing. Turn 
the cream and sugar into the freezer, 
stir until the sugar is dissolved, add 
the flavoring extract and freeze. 


Boiled Rice—Pour three pints or 
more of cold water over a cup of 
rice and heat quickly to the boiling 
point, stirring meanwhile; let boil 
rapidly three or four minutes, 
then 
drain through a sieve; add cold wa­ 
ter to rinse the rice. Set over the fire 
to cook in a quart of boiling w'ater, 
to which a teaspoonful of salt 
has 
been added; cover closely and let 
boil rapidly, or cook in the uncovered 
kettle, adding W'ater as needed, to 
replace that lost by the rapid evap­ 
oration. When the rice is tender, jet 
dry off in the oven, or at the back of 
the range, and use with tho curry 
or rechnufee of lamb.

Section 1,—Bo it enacted and ordained by the 
Burgess and Town Council of the Borough of 
McSherrystown, and it is hereby enacted and or­ 
dained by authority of the same, that West North 
Street from Church Street to the western bound­ 
ary line of the Borough of McSherrystown, at 
Plum Creek, as hereinafter deiined, be and the 
same is hereby laid out, opened, extended and 
adopted as a public highway of the Borough 
McSherrystown. Said street is bounded and d< 
scribed as follows: The center line thereof be-’ 
ginning at a stone on the east side of Church 
Street, in the middle of East North Street, thence 
crossing Church Street and running south fifty- 
eight degrees and ten minutes west two thousand 
one hundred and sixteen feet and four inches to 
a poiut on tho western boundary line of the Bor­ 
ough of McSheri>ysto wu, at Plum Creek; the side 
lines of said West North Street being twenty- 
four feet on tha north and south sides, respec­ 
tively of said centre line. 


S e c t i o n 2.—The damages and benefits, if any, 
accruing from the opening of said street De- 
tween the points above named shall be ascer 
taiued in the manner required by law.
